Thie is 
particularly true when coupled with a fluency in scue Language 
other than Western Buropeanu. 
In so far as the court conviction of 25X1 
ia concerned, I can only state that his convichion would be one 
of the factors which would be very heavily weighed. in an ep- 
praigal of his entire background should he seek Goverument en- 
ployment. While I_cannot give you a final opinion without a 
complete study . eT background, I vould be inelined 
to state that, in the absence of very important features to 
counterbalance the conviction, we would 4:4 it would be ¢ bar 
to his employment at CIA.
